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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

7 June 2006 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification discloses (pg. 20, lines 19-23) that "This situation is continued 
until the vacancy originated by the absorption is refilled by other carriers. When the 
probability of refilling the quantum dot layer is not so high, one photon absorption makes 
many electron flows in the channel". Thus, this portion of the specification only 
describes one situation wherein the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer is not 
so high. The probability of refilling the quantum dot layer depend on factors such as 
quantum dot density, trapping cross-section, etc. However, there is no disclosure as to 
why the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer depends only on the number of 
electrons flowing through the quantum dot layer. Therefore, there does not appear to 
be a written description of the claim limitation "wherein the electron-flow through the 
quantum dot layer is blocked by the quantum dots formed in the quantum dots layer" in 
the application as filed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 7 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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Applicant argues (remarks filed 7 June 2006) that one can find an implicit 
expression of the claimed limitation in the paragraph bridging pg. 20 and 21 of the 
application as originally filed since the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer is not 
so high because the electron-flow through the quantum dot layer is blocked by the 
quantum dots formed in the quantum dot layer and then one photon absorption makes 
many electrons flow in the channel. Examiner respectfully disagrees. This argument is 
based on the assumption that the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer depends 
only on the number of electrons flowing through the quantum dot layer. The 
specification discloses (pg. 20, lines 1 9-23) that "This situation is continued until the 
vacancy originated by the absorption is refilled by other carriers. When the probability of 
refilling the quantum dot layer is not so high, one photon absorption makes many 
electron flows in the channel". Thus, this portion of the specification only describes one 
situation wherein the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer is not so high. There 
is no express or implicit disclosure of why the probability of refilling the quantum dot 
layer is not so high in the described situation. Further, there is no evidence and/or 
explanation as to why the probability of refilling the quantum dot layer depends only on 
the number of electrons flowing through the quantum dot layer. For example, there is 
no explanation as to why other factors such as quantum dot density, trapping cross- 
section, etc. are not the reason for a not so high probability of refilling the quantum dot 
layer. Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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Applicant should note that filing amended claims which correct the 35 U.S.C. 112 
problems discussed above may result in rejections of the amended claims under 35 
U.S.C. 102 and 35 U.S.C. 103.

7. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE 
FINAL even though it is a first action after the filing of a request for continued 
examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. See MPEP § 706.07(b).
